Reading and Writing

When I was in Sophomore I was a little taken aback by the 
first statement made by the new teacher. He told us we were in 
school to learn how to read and write. I had thought that twelve 
years of elementary and high school had adequately taken care of 
those subjects. But a few attempts at the art of good writing and 
a few attempts to read serious books soon disillusioned me. 

Catholics all over the world have a grave responsibility. They 
have the responsibility of being good Catholics and of attempting 
to spread truth where falsehood prevails, of establishing sanity 
where madness rules. Among Catholics themselves we must look 
for leadership to those men who have been able to spend more 
time than the rest in exhausting the truths of their religion and 
the wonders of our universe. Now while a mere B.A. does not 
qualify one to speak with the voice of thunder, it does raise the 
holder above the ordinary man and therefore we must look to, 
Catholic graduates of such colleges as this to assume some form 
of leadership in the Catholic community. At least they should be 
able to recognize falsehood when they see it and be able to sup- 
plant it with the truth. 

Now if we are to accomplish such a mission there are at least | 
two basic requirements; we must be able at least to read and) 
write. And there are so very few people in the world to-day who 
can read and much less who can write. To-day a college would | 
rather have you devote all your student days to studying the re- 
actions of the ammonia ion or the intricacies of development of the 
ape family, than have you learn to read properly. Writing English, 
plain and simple, is being left to the genius. 

Reading consists in grasping an author’s ideas and judgemets. 
And until you do this you cannot make your own judgements. 
The difficulty in most cases is to get down beneath all the verbiage 
and find out what is being said. It is easy to see that the ability 
to read is of paramount importance in gaining knowledge since 
we cannot have personal experience of everything. Also if we are 
to combat all the falsehoods and foolishness that is being spread | 
all about us, we must be able to read. 

Writing, good writing, merely means the clear expression 
of what is in your mind. Now this is a little more difficult than 
reading. You are on the aggressive as it were. Now every person 
speaking English should be able to express himself in readable 
language in English. And anyone who has spent four years in 
college has no excuse for his inability to write properly. 

And yet it is amazing how many people in this college can- 
not read or write. They are neglecting a duty and any consequences 
that result from their neglect is attributable to them. 

There is a good library in the college. If you do nothing else 
while you are here at least learn to read. You will learn at the 
same time, and you may begin to think. And when you have 
learned to read, learn to write. 

Many men believe that our civilization is to-day in its most 
degraded form. The world is waiting for sanity. Read and discover 
sanity. Write and propogate it.

Have you ever given any 
thought to what a  Sodality 
should have to offer? We might 
be able to give you some help, 
as suggested by the Loyola stu- 
dent body, on just what a Soda- 
lity and Sodalist should be. Here 
are the clear-cut ideas of the 
typical Loyola Man. So possibly 
if we take these suggestions to 
heart, we may be able to attain 
the Sodality we all have in mind. 

To the question “Are you an 
active Sodalist?’’, most answer- 
ed relatively, yes .... The next 
question “What is your idea of 
an active Sodalist’” evoked the 
following general opinion —one 
who should participate in all act- 
ivities, both spiritual and social 
| which a Sodality should have to 
offer. When questioned as to 
what a Sodality should have to 
offer, most agreed that there 
should be a great deal of spiritual 
and social activities which would 
all go to arousing interest. The 
|fourth question seems to have 
elicited a great number of varied 
opinions, most of them abstract. 
They stated spiritual and social 
activities without saying how 
they could be carried out? Only 
one gave any ideas as to how 
these projects could be carried 
out. Here are some of his sug- 
gestions — 

1. Part of each meeting be 
'devoted to an informal discus-
